A local paper asserts that the big 
smelting organizations of the United States 
have formed a trust, with a capital of

This was 
held at Chicago on the 13th of February, 
and then it wae determined to organize a 
company known as the “United States 
Smeiting and Ketining Company.” Of the 
Capital stock fifteen millions will be com- 
mon, to be used for the payment of fixed 
properties that go into the new orcaniza- 
tion, and ten millions will be preferred for 
the purchase of ore and such personal prop- 
erty asit may be necessury to have. ‘lo 
form a sinking fund a quarter of a million 
of profits will be laid aside annually for twe 
ye ra, and each year thereafter half a 
intilion will do added to the fund. 

It is asserted that the necessary stock has 
been subscribed, and final articles ot incor- 
poration will soon be fiiedin the different 
States and Territories. The chief object of 
the smelters, it is said, isto place their in- 
terests beyond the control of the lead trust.

ITS OBJECTS AND AIMB. 


Secretary Patton Talks About the 
Chamber. 

H. W. Patton, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has prepared 
the following circular for the infor- 
mation of the public: 


To the Public of Los Angeles: Since 
my connection with the Chamber of Com- 
merce of this city 1 have been frequently 
met by theinquiry: “Well, what are the 
objects of the organization, what has it 
done and what does it intend todo?” Ali 
personal inquirers -have been answered so 
much to their satisfaction that in almost 
every case they have become members of 
the chamber. ence a general answer to 
the public is deemed expedient. 

Quoting from the constitution: “Its ob- 
jects are to foster and encourage commerce; 
to stimulate home manufactures; to induce 
immigration and the subdivision, settie- 
ment and cultivation of our lands; to assist 
in the development of the waterial re- 
sources of the region, and generally to pro- 
mote the business interests of Los Angeles 
| city and county and the couatry tributary 
thereto.” It might be added, to entertain 
visitors, show them the country and favor- 
ably impress them. 

As to what the chamber has done, a brief 
résumé of the last annual address of Presi- 
dent E. W. Jones will suffice. A pamphlet 
— of this city und county has been 
compiled and published, and extensively 
circulated. ‘The appropriation for a public 
building has been increased $350,000, mainly 
by the efforts of this chamber. Incessant 
labor has been performed to secure adequate 
appropriations for our harbors. The pro- 
jects to bring another transcontinental 
road have been in every way fostered. 
The increase of acreage under cultivation 
and the planting of vast quantities of 
-citrus and other fruits have been urged. 
The collection of taxes semi-annually has 
been favored, and is being intelligently and 
systematically worked, ‘The establishment 
of the Reform School was aided. Seven 
hundred people in this county are now 
N sugar-beet seed distributed gratis 
y thischamber.

Shakespeare’s realism was then con- 
sidered and contrasted with the mock 
realism of many of our contemporary 
writers of fiction. Incidentally the 
speaker discussed the value of Shake- 
speare’s plays as quarries of precious 
moral sayings—jeweled sentences that 
on the stretched forefinger of all time 
sparkle forever.“ 

From this he proceeded to consider 
Shakespeare as an ethical teacher. 
The great dramatist makes us hate 
vice, even when it seems to triumph, 
and love virtue in its worst defeats. 
He shows us the soundness of human 
nature—the moral trend and purpose 
of the universe. He is also a religious 
teacher, since he makes us feel that 


relations. 
Mr. Spaulding then took up the 
question of Shakespeare’s personality. 
He maintained that a poet as acreator 
could not hide himself. His creations 
reveal the character, the ideals of 
their creator. Shakespeare, must have 
intended to teach the moral lessons 
which such characters as Macbeth, 
Iago, Desdemona and Cordelia enforce 
and illustrate.
